He 
found that nothing taken from him was 
to bo returned, so ho refused. Consul 
Williams come down about 10 o'clock 
and his release was effected.

wns in prison he was confined in a room 
ahnnr Hi hy IS feet. Thirtv-twO Other 
prisouers were in the same room. Tho 
drinking water was av.-fnl aud kept him 
sick a jrreat deal of the time. Tho food 
was very scarce and of decided poor 
quality. 


Dygert i^ a placer miner from Idaho 


and'was simply out to se-e the south 
during the winter months when he 
could not work. After he arrived in 
this city he dor-id «l ho would sea some- 
thing of tropics and concluded to go ro 
Cuba ana did not care to experience 
tl)° delsy iiorwsary to set a passport.

It is expected that there will be an 


effort ou the part of Senator Gorman 
and other senators to ameud the naval 
bill so-as to provide for the construction 
of only two battleships, instead of four, 
as tho bill provides. There is also an 
element in the senate favorable to in- 
sreaMiig the number to six. It is, there- 
fore, expected that this bill will develop 
considerable debate. 
The river aud harbor bill will un- 


doubtedly be made the subject of severe 
attack by Senator White and others 
who stand with him on the southern 
California deep water harboi- nnles? 
there is a change of the present ckcis- 
ioii of this committee which is in favor 
of Sain.i 3Io:»iea. 


A large majority of the senators, al- 


nio*!: all of them, in fact, now re- 
gard early adjournment as quite defi- 
nitely determined upon. If the Deuio- 
srats and Populists ever had any idea 
of attempting to prolong the session be- 
yond tho national conventions they ap- 
pear to have given it up, and few of 
them now lix the date beyond June 1 


Senatox' George, who is the especial 


champion of the voluntary bankruptcy 
bill, said that he had received no en- 
couragement in his efforts to got up 
that measure and that he had no hope 
of doing so. 


Senator Mitchell of Oregon says that, 


contrary to reports, he is anxious to se- 
cure a vote upon the resolution to seat 
Mr. Dupont as senator from Delaware 
aud that ho is willing' to take the 
chances ou the reKnlt. 


Senator Peffer will not for the present 


press his bond resolution in antagonism 
to the appropriation bills. The senators 
are taking the possibility of a veto of 
tho river aud harbor bill into account 
in their calculations, on adjournment 
Such a fate for the bill has been consid- 
ered among tho probabilities ever sinee 
its passage by the house, and recent ex- 
pressions oil t/ie part of those near the 
president have increased the apprehen- 
sions of the friends of tho bill on this 
bcore. 


Hence there will bo an effort to so 


arrange the business of tho session as to 
hold congress in session during the 10 
days -svliich he is allowed to consider u 
bill in order to secure an opportunity 
for passing tho bill over the president's 
objections in case of bis disapproval. 


In th« House* 


"WAsmviTOX, April 37.—The house 


having disposed of all the appropriation 
bills will devote the balance of the .ses- 
siou, except such portions as are con- 
sumed by conference reports, to clearing 
up such matters as opportunity affords 
This week promises action ou several 
measures. The Pickler general pension 
bill, which was under debate last week 
for three days, will be yoted on if tin- 
clamor for more time for debate is not 
too importunate, in which case the de 
bate may be allowed to run on for sev- 
eral days. Mr. Pickler, however, be- 
lieves a vote can be obtained. Tho 
uitMAure vi ill probably receive every Re- 
publican and quite a. number of Demo- 
cratic votes. 
It has been agreed that the bill to em- 


power the president to retire John M. 
Quaekenbush as a commander in the 
navy shall bs taken up on Tuesdaj. 
Commander Quuckenbush was court- 
martialed and dismissed from the uavy 
in 1S74 ou charges of excessive intoxica- 
tion. He has now reached the age 
when, had he not been so dismissed, he 
would bo retired. 


The house has also agreed to tttke up 


the bankruptcy bill this week and de- 
vote three days to its consideration. 
Should these three measures be dis- 
posed of before the end of the week 
there are several contested election 
cases pending. Of course everything 
will have to give way if conference re- 
ports on appropriation bills are pre- 
sented. _

It is nearly a. quarter o. a century 


since the ii:»t» May Music Festival 
was heid in Cincinnati. Everyote 
who has followed the progress of 
musical art in America know^ some- 
thing of the scope, the influence, the 
aims of the Cincinnati Festivals. 


great movement that gave the city 
its famed Music Hall and its national 
reputation as a center ot musical: 
activity. Since then they have been

The orchestra, 
nsteafl of being gathered here and 
here for Festival purposes, has been 
ermanentiy under .air. 'x-homas: di- 
ection, and will number one hundred 
nd twenty-five men at the coming 
'efctival. 
The Festival of !96 makes an im- 
ortant step in the history of music 
The Third Festival, in !7S, opened 
ae great Music Hall, endowed by 
Reuben E. Springer, and first brought 
nto use the famous organ. The 
welfth Festival finds its home in 
hall t&st meets the nswest ideas of 
rchitectuial and acoustic properties 
s fully as did tbe old hall in its day. 
The interior of the old hall has been 
ebuilt at a cost of over one hundred 
bonsand dollars, and its dedication 
as been rightly left for the great 
nterprise that has always been asso- 
iated with it. The directors of the

The attractive programmes, select- 
d by Mr. Thomas for the Twelfth 
'estival, are thoroughly representa- 
ive of the Association's aim. The

"Judas Maccabaeus," which 


pens the Festival, while the modern 
chool is illustrated by Tinel's "St. 
Francis," oce of tee few great works 
if its kind that has been published 
n this decade, and one of his rare 
modern works that can be said to up 
lold the school of classic oratorio. 


One of the most interesting of Mr. 


Thomas' selections is J,he "Sacred 
Opera" of "Samson and OJelilah," un- 
loubtedly the Eicst enduring work of 
Saint Saens. '-Samson and Delilah1 
iaa been known to concert goers prin- 
cipally through Its solo numbers, es- 
pecially the well known contralto 
iria, "Mon coeur a ta voix."

ORIGIN OF ICEBERGS. 


A. New Sovrth W«l« Scientist 


Theory of Their Fonn»tion. 


Ia a paper read before the Royal so- 


ciety of 2s ew South Wales Sir. HI C. 
Bus-sell dealt with the origin ancl release 
of icebergs As is known, t*te number 
taf icebergs met with bet\veen the cape 
of Good Hope and Australia differs 
greatly, being much more ntrnnerous in 
some years than, in others. There has, 
for example, within the past few years 
"been a very large accession of enormous 
acebergs, and it has been suggested as 
an explanation <*f this that unusually 
lieavy falls of snow may acconnt for it' 
by accelerating the motion of the ice. 


Mr Enfasell, however, assnres ns that 


the cireunmanccs forbid the acceptance 
of this new, becanse the motion of the 
glacier depends mainly on the declivity 
down which it is descending, and that 
does not alter. The piling wp of snow 
jonld not in one year cause sach a 
marked zncreas" in the rate of flow as 


in another jar coutitining water and ice, 
so as to keep the temperature of the 
vacunm tubs as near as possible to the 
freezingpoint. When the proper vacuum 
was- attained, the X rays proceeding 
from the tube ;thron£h the oil did not. 
show very strong in the fluoroscope, but 
the character of the-wares wlss entirely 
changed. 
They passed through the 


hand; scarcely casting a shadow. The 
bones were nearly as pervious as the 
flesh.

new form of wave passed 


through a steel plate one-eighth of an 
inch thick, casting the shadow of a 
.chisel on the fluoroscope when held be- 
tween the steel late, and the bulb. This 
explains why a photograph of two cards. 
covered with different materials shows 
different degrees of retardation of the X 
ray relative to each other when taken 
with different bulbs and under different 
conditions.

'The explanation is that, the effect of 


the temperature is to alter the length of 
the wave, making it longer, or that the 
X ray at the start was stronger than 
usual and all the waves which go to 
cast a sharp shadow were absorbed by 
transmission through the oil and only 
those which were long waves passed 
into space and affected-the flnoroscope.

from that of the swelling waves is to 
be ntilized to keep in agitation bell 
buoya in harbors under a patent just 
granted. 
' 'A current aetnuted bell 


buoy" is what the inventor calls -it. 
The action from the force of the current 
is wholly automatic. The float upon 
which the superstructure .and bell are 
mounted cuts and shifts from side to 
side. A ball is couSued in a tube under 
the bell at its mouth, and having free 
passage as the float lists it strikes the 
bell with great force. The bell will 
ring eqhally well by the action of the 
sea. 


The feature that is moat novel is that 


the bell is at its best when the sea is 
smoothest. Just so long as there is mo- 
tion ia the water, whether tidal or cur- 
rent, it is sufficient to ring the" bell. 
This feature will .be most appreciated 
by masters and pilots for the reason 
that, us a rule. :i thick 'fog is accom- 
panied by a deathlike stillness. It is 
then that the skipper anxiously feels 
his wny, listening for some familiar 
guiding sound. Ho has no hope of hear- 
ing a bell that is alone actuated by the 
sea, but- the tide is always with him,
